fully submit, this question can never go 
from a Court in which I preside, until 
the People of the State yield it, either 
from a conviction of error, ascertained 
by their own tribunals, or the more aw- 
ful sense of their weakness to retain it;

Crown, and determined on leaving the 
country ; and the whole Royal Guard 
capitulated. ' Gen. Payol entered Paris 
on the 3d, with the Crown Diamonds, 
amidst cries of the "Charter for ever ! 
the National Guard for ever !" 


•The King, it was stated, demanded 


anliicome of four millions, with liberty 
to take with him whoever he thought 
proper. It is thought, however, that 
only a limited number of servants 
would he allowed him. 
He demanded 


for the present only one million, which 
sum was handed him in gold. It seems 
that the last funds he had at his dispo- 
sal, had been distributed to the troops.

Carroll were chartered that morning at 
Havre, for the purpose of conveying 
Charles X. and his suite beyond sea.—

in its repose by a deplorable violation 
of the Charter and of the laws, defend- 
ed them with heroic courage i 
In the 


midst of this sanguinary struggle all 
the guarantees of social order no longer 
subsisted. 
Persons, property & rights 


—every thing that is most valuable and" 
dear to men and to citizens, was expo- 
sed to the most serious dangers. 


In this absence of all public power, 


the wishes of my fellow-citizens turned 
towards me : they have judged me 
worthy to concur with them in the sal- 
vation of the country ; they have invi- 
ted me to exercise the functions of 
Lieutenant General of the Kingdom. 


Their cause appeared to me to be 


just, the clangers immense, the necessi- 
ty imperative, my duty sacred. 
1 has- 


tened to the midst o! this valiant peo- 
ple, followed by my family, and wear- 
ing those colors which, for the second 
time, have marked among us the tri- 
umph of liberty. 


I have come firmly resolved to devote 


myself to all that circumstances should 
require of me in the situation in which 
they have placed me, to re-establish the 
empire of the laws,to save liberty which 
was threatened, and render impossible 
the return of such great evils by secu- 
ring forever the power oi that Charter. 
whose name invoked during the com- 
bat, was also appealed lo after the vic- 
tory.—(A pplauses.) 


In the accomplishment of this noble 


task, it is for the Chambers to guide 
me. 
All rights must be solemnly guar- 


anteed, all the institutions necessary lo 
iheir full and free exercise must receive 
the developements of which theyhavc 
need.—Attached by inclination and 
conviction to the principles of a free 
government, I accept beforehand al! the 
consequences of it. 
I think it my du- 


ly immedatcly to call your attention to 
the organization of the Nafl Guards, 
to the application of the Jury to the 
crimes of the Press, Uu- formation of 
the Departments and Municipal Ad- 
ministrations, and, above all, to that 
Mtb article of the Charter, which has 
bi•en so hatefully in'erprclcd. — (Fresh 
applauses,)

Respect for all rights, care for all in- 


terests, tfuod faith in the Government, 
are the best means to disarm parties, 
and to bring back to people's minds 
that confidence—to the institutions that 
stability—which are the only certain 
pledges of the happiness of the people 
and of the strength of states. 


Peers and Deputies—As soon as the 


Chambers shall be constituted I shall 
have laid before you the act of abdiea 
lion of his Majesty King Charles X. 
By the same act his Royal Highness 
Louis Antoine de France also renoun- 
ces his rights.—This act was placed in 
my hands yesterday, the 2cl of August, 
at 11 o'clock at night. 
I have this 


morning ordered it to be deposited in 
the archives of the Chamber of Peers ; 
and I cause it to be inserted in the of- 
ficial part of the Moniteur. 


The cries of "Vive d'Orleans!" "Vi- 


ve la liberte!" were again heard mure 
loudly than before. 
The Prince ap- 


peared to be deeply affected ; he saluted 
the assembly several times, and with- 
drew with liis son, attended by the 
great 
deputation, 
which conducted 


him back to the door. 


PAHIS, Aug. 4. 


The Chamber of Deputies met to- 


day, and proceeded to ballot for offi- 
cers—after which an important ques- 
tion was argued : it was the abdication 
of Charles X. 
This offered matter for 


much discussion ; "it is not an abdica- 
tion t h a t we want, it is a forfeiture of 
the throne that we have a right to im- 
pose upon him in our quality of repre- 
sentatives of the French people 1"'ex- 
claimed a member, with much vehe- 
mence. 


Another French paper says, 
"The 


dreams of a few Peers to cause the lit- 
tle Duke of Bordeaux to be proclaim 
eel. on the strength of the abdication of ! 
Chnrles X and the Dauphin, are mere 
illusions ; public opinion has resumed 
its empire, and cannot retrograde at 
present as far as the doctrines of di- 
vine rights. It is for a Prince, but a 
Prince chosen by the Nation." 


Most of the Ambassadors of Foreign 


Powers residing at Paris, had yester- 
day given to the Duke of Orleans the 
assurance of the most friendly disposi- 
tion of their respective Sovereigns.— 
The English Ambassador is said to 
have been the first. Not only the Eng- 
lish nation, but also the English Cabi- 
net had well judged the true situation 
of affairs in France, as well as the in- 
fallible consequences of the criminal 
acts of the Ministers. 


The National Guard is organizing 


itself rapidly. It is in arms in every 
part of France. If the whole army, 
which has now made its submission, 
had remained faithful to Charles X., it 
would cause no apprehension at pre- 
sent. 
The probability of a civil war is 


every moment vanishing more deci- 
dedly—unanimity prevails every where 
—and the Bourbons are shaken off', as 
a yoke imposed upon us by foreigners. 


The following order of the day has 


been issued by General Lafayette, on 
accepting the command of the National 
Guards:—• 


"August 2.—During the glorious 


crisis in which the Parisian energy has 
conquered our rights, everything still 
] 


remains provisional : there is nothing 
definitive hut the sovereignty of those 
national rights, and the eternal remem- 
brance of the glorious work of the peo- 
ple ; but aniidbt the various powers in- 
stituted through the necessity of our 
situation, there-organization of iheNa- 
t'l Guards is a most necessary defence 
for the public order, and one which is 
highly called for. 
The opinion of the 


Prince exercising the high station of 
Lieutenant-Genera! of the 
Kingdom, 


mosl honourable to myself, is, "that I 
should for the present take that com- 
mand. 
In 1790 I refused lo accept 


such an offer, made to me by .",000.000 
of my comrades, as that office would 
have been a permanent one. Now, that 
circumstances are ahered, I think it 
my 'July, in order lo serve-liberty and 
my country, to accept the station of 
General-Commandant of the National 
Guards of France.
